During the years from 1908 to 
1913, the civic administration of 
Edmonton was planned to provide 
for the civie needs of a rapidly in- 
creasing population. During those 
years Edmonton grew more rapid- 
ly than any other city of the 
plains. It was richt that provision 
should be made for largely increas- 
ed requirements. The difficulty 
was that no one could fix the limit 
of those requirements. Undue op- 
timism as to future needs led 
to vast expenditures, that would 
have been amply justified had the 
rate of progress continued. But 
when the boom collapsed and pres- 
sure of population ceased for a 
time, it was found that much of 
this expenditure constituted a 
burden on the taxpayers far be- 
yond the advantage to the citizens 
generally. 

There was some excuse for ex- 
travagant expenditure while there 
was reasonable expectation of 
large and rapid increase of popu- 
lation. Once the war broke there 
was no prospect of such increased 
population until it was over. 
Therefore extravagance during 
that period was without excuse. | 

It is two years since the war! 
readjust- 
ment to peace conditions has made 
substantial’ progress. We have 
reached a time when we must 
make a decision as to what our 
future civic poliev is to be. Is it 
to be a continuation of the policy 
of extravagance without regard to 
consequences, or is it to be a pol- 
icy that will keep expenditure 
within the bounds of revenue and 
not permit taxation to become con- | 
fiscation ?

THE FARM SCHOOL 
Calgary Albertan: 

The farm schools of Hon. Duncan 
arshall are the most pepular educa- 
tional institutions in the province, and 
training in agriculture more young 
men and young women than any other 
Provnce in the Dominion of Canada. 

There are no very strict regu‘a- 
tions for admiesion into these institu- 
tions, They give instruction, other 
than agricultural instruction, but 
they furnish that Kind of knowledg+ 
which the farmer needs in his busi- 
ness, Farm'ng now is one of the most 
scientific of all businesses, and any 
farm school waich is doing good 
work, must give a variety of instr.ic- 
tion. 

One criticism offered of the schools 
is that they are not linked up with 
the department of education, which is 
probably unfortunate. That is a de- 
fect in tue organization. There is 
duplication with the high schoole In 
the towns where the farm echoo!s are 
paced, which in time will have to be 
removed. But the farm schools nuw 
@re just making their way, and find- 
ing out their proper place in the edu- 
cational development in the cormmun- 
ity. In the next ten or fifteen years, 
jthe number of the scaools should be 
}greatly increased and some kind of 
co-operation arranged between therm 
an* the regular high schools. 

The six schools now in existence, 
are filled with farm students. Tre 
policy of establishing theso farm 
schools has turned out very well.

their shane ard hecoming nnecomfortable 
| It Is economy to keep at least two nsirs 
jof shoes. wearing them in rotation. Some 
jshoe manpfoctnrers claim that two pairs 
of sbora worn alternately ontwenr three 
pairs of shoes worn consevutively.

His Excellency last night delivered 
j the inaugural address to the Royal

True, they bave found out a great deal 
nhout it, and the surgeons and clinicians

Another of Wetaskiwin's most high- 
ly esteemed citizens passed away of 
Thursday evening last in the person 
of Knut Andrew Gullikson. As he was 
born on October 28th, 1856, he died 
on the anniversary of his birthday, 
and was aged 64 years. He was born 
{in Rushford, Minn, U.S.A, where he 
resided until the year 1886, when he 
moved to South Dakota, where he 
farmed very extensively. He made 
several visits to the Wetaskiwin dis- 
trict and made several purchases 
prior to the year 1908, but in that 
year he moved with ‘his famity to this 
icity, where he has s'nce resided. He 
was always a public-spirited citizen 
and took a keen interest in everything 
pertaining to the welfare of the city 
and community in which he lived. He 
decl'ned to accept political 
with one exception. when he served 
one term in the South Dakota legis- 
lature, - By his kindly and genial dis- 
positton he ‘made a host of friends and 
acquaintances wherever he went. A 
couple of years ago he was seized with 
an apopletic stroke, and since then 
he had been gradually fa'ling. , 


He is survived by a widow and a 
family of seven sons, namely: Lewis, 
Edwin. Selvin, Arthur, Clarence, Ben- 
nie and Harold, and one daughter, 
Selma, and two foster daughters, Lulu 
and Margaret, and -~« sister, Mrs. J. 
P. G. Fostvedt, of Wetaskiwin, and 
five brothers and two sisters living 
in the States, all of whom have the 
s'ncerest sympathy of a 
of friends. All the family was home 
for the funeral excepting Bonnie, who 
is residing in Montreal, the eix sons 
being the pallbearers. 


The funeral! took place on Sunday 
afternoon, at 3.30, service being con-

The deceased, who was in his 72nd 
year, went to Winnipeg last February 
to visit his daughter, and gbortl 
afterwards it was found he was sguf- 
fering with cancer of the stomach, 
which was the cause of his demise. 
He came to the Wetask'’win district 
from Oklahoma in 1905. and has since 
made Wetaskiwin his home. He leaves 
five sone and one daughter, namely:

To Our Customers ! 


The Typographical Union of this city has called a strike of all their men 
employed in our shops, having demanded $1.10 per hour, and has ignored arbitra- 
tion, while their brother organizations, the Pressinen and Bookbinders, have ac- 


cepted same, 


The wages paid for the past year were 82c per hour for the first six months 
and 86c for the last six months. Our offer was 10 per cent. advance (or 94 1-2c) 


per hour. 


With everything pointing to a decline in cost of living and supplies, with 


falling market in essentials, we could see 


no justification in acceding to their 


demands, which would force us to increase our prices at this time. 
The following was our offer to said union and their reply: 


THE CAXTON CLUB OF 
EDMONTON 
Edmonton, Oct. 20th, 1920. 
To the Scale Committee of the 
Edmonton Typographical 
Union, 


Gentlemen: 

Early in this month you pre- 
sented the employers of Edmon- 
ton with an agreement entitled 
“Provincial Book and Job Agree- 
ment,” purporting to be an agree- 
ment between two provincial org- 
anization, namely -— a provincial 
organization of compositors and 
one of employers. Upon investiga- 
tion we found you were not so or- 
ganized, which made it useless for 
us to attempt a like organization 
at th.s time, 


Therefore, we could see no wise 
purpose served in discussing tho 
proposed agreement, and would 
ask you, under these circum- 


stances, to immediately take up 
with us our present agreement 


should you consider it necessary to 
revise the same, 


Further, we base the above on 
a circular letter submitted with 
the same agreement to the Master 
Printers of Calgary, and would re- 
fer you to the paragraph which 
distinetly mentions Edmonton and 
Calgary only. This circular is dat- 


ed Sept. 2ist and .signed “F, J. 
White, Secretary.” 

However, as hours of labor, 
wages, and length of agreement 


are the vital parts of any agree- 
ment, and fuliy realizing the im- 
mensity of your request f:0m pre- 
sent scale uf 86c per hour to $1.10, 
we would ask you to carefully con- 
sider the seriousness of any at- 
tempt to seek other than a fair 
return for services rendered, espe- 
cially at this time, when every- 
thing points to a decline in values, 
in cost of living, and naturally a 
reduction in wages if any material 
change should como in the near 
future. 


Yet, owing to the fact that oar 


relations with Edmonton Typo- 
graphical Union have at all times 
been harmonious, and our desire 
to assist our employees to better 
their conditions in Hfe, we called 
a meeting of our assocation, ap- 
pointed a scale committee with 
power to act, considered the terms 
in general of your proposed agrec- 
ment and have come to what we 
consider a fair and reasonable ad- 
justment or solution of the condi- 
tions as we see them at this time, 
and are agreed to make the fol- 
lowing suggestions in the hope that 
your committee will feel we are 
desirous of reaching a fair and 
amicable settlement of working 
conditions and wages for the re- 
newul of an agreement with you. 

1.—That the present agreement 
having proven satisfactory to both 
employer and employed, which was 
considered fair and equitable by 
both parties but six months ago, 
and that nothing has arisen during 
the life of this agreement to war- 
rant @iscarding it (or any radical 
change), we respectfully ask that 
this be made the basis of a new 
agreement, and that no time be 
lost in revising same in order that 
it may be complet before Oct. 
31st, as we will not consider retro- 


active pay. 


2—That the life of this agree- 
ment be one year, 


8—That the hours of labor shall 
be a 48-hour week, which is the 
acknowledged standard. 


4—That we agree to cease work 
at 12 o'clock noon on Saturdays as 
per last agreement when that is 
found practicable, 


5—That the apprentice clause 
be not altered owing to the lack 
of competent help and general 
shortage and inefficiency of labor 
at this time, especially in Edmon- 
ton, where boys are not only scarce 
but our experience has taught us 
how difficult it is to hold men ow- 
ing to the floating population in 
our city, which we regret to state 
seems yet to be a fact, 


6—That we do not consider 
there is any justification for any 
advance in wages at this moment, 
owing to every statistic pointing to 
the fact of a reduced cost of liv- 
ing, yet, as our winter season is 
usually’ an expensive one, we are 
prepared to assist in meeting this 
condition, and make the following 
offer: 

(a) Ten per cent. increase on 
all adult labor for the first 
six months, 

(b) Five per cent. on all ap- 
prentice labor for the first 
six months, 


7—Following the suggestion of 
your executive officers, we would 
request that a clause be inserted, 
that members of Edmonton Typo- 
graphical Union shall work in of- 
fices only which are in good stand- 
ing in the Caxton Ciub of Edmon- 
ton,

The Caxton Club, 

Gentlemen: 

Edmonton Typographical Unt- 
on, No. 604, held a meeting Satur- 
day, October 30th, to consider the 
report of their scale committee re- 
garding negotiations with the Book 
and Job employers of this city. The 
committee gave a complete report 
of negotiations up to date and pre- 
sented your offer and read your 
letter of October 30th. 

After considering the proposition 
fully and endeavoring to meet your 
conditions, and also to further the 
principle of standardization. and 
uniformity in the industry in the 
West, the meeting by an almost 
unanimous vote, of which ail but 
three of the members present are 
employed in job shops, declined to 
accept the offer and instructed the 
scale committee to continue the 
negotiations further, with the fol- 
lowing instructions: 

1—That increased pay be retro- 
active to November Ist, 1920, 

, 2—That the present working 
conditions agreement be extended 
for a period of 80 days, or to De- 
cember ist, 1920, during which 
time a joint agreement with the 
employers and Typographical Uni- 
ons of Edmonton and Calgary be 
negotiated. 

3.—That the arrangement of a 
48-hour week with four hours off 
on Saturday afternoon as embod- 
fed in our present agreement be 
allowed to stand until May ist, 
1921. At that date the 44-hour 
week to come into effect as in- 
structed by the International Typo- 
graphical Union. 

4—That it is the sense of Ed- 
monton Typographical Union that 
$1.10 per hour is not an unreason- 
able demand, considering that the 
Dominion Government Department 
of Labor reports show that the 
cost of living is still considerably 
over 100 per cent. higher than it 
was in 1914, but considering the 
information from other cities in 
the province and the fact that for 
the last six months the job print- 
ers of Edmonton have conscien- 
tiously Nved up to their agreement, 
while other cities and the news- 
paper printers have received a 
much higher wage, the committee 
is instructed that $1.10 per hour 
is the lowest minimum wage that 
Edmonton job printers will con- 
sider. 

6—That the schedule of appret- 
tices as embodied in the newspaper 
agreement and in the proposed 
provincial agreement be the scale 
for apprentices in the job offices of 
this city. This wil! place all the 
apprentices in the city on the same 
salary, The schedule follows:—— 

First year—One-fourth the jour- 
neymen's scale. 

Second year—One-third the jour- 
neymen’s scale. | 

Third year—One-half the jour- 
neymen’s scale. 


Fourth year—Two-thirds the 
journeymen’s scale. d 
Fifth year- Three-fourths ‘he 


journeymen's scale. 

The question of arbitration was 
discussed and it was the sense of 
the union that it is usually a long, 
tedious and expensive procedure, 
and that if the money spent on an 
arbitration proceeding was used to 
pay wages it would go a consider- 
able way towards paying the dif- 
ference between what the union is 
asking and what the employers 
offer. If the employers are oppos- 
ed to retroactive pay—the history 
of arbitration proceedings shows 
that in nearly every instance 
awards date from the beginning of 
the dispute. We believe that the 
matter can be amicably settled in 
a much shorter time without re- 
sorting to this procedure, 

The secretary was instructed to 
send to the International Execu- 
tive Council all the information 
regarding the negctiations to date 
so that in case the matter is re- 
ferred to them for decision they 
will be in possession of the history 
of the negotiations, 

The scale committee of the 
Typographical Unton, following 
these Instructions, request another 
conference w'th the scale commit- 
tee of the Caxton Club in an en- 
deavor to arrive at an early and 
amicable settlement of the negotl-

Over Seven Thousand Sheep on 
Three Ranches—Takes No 
Chances With Lambs 


Tt has been said, and rightly so, that 
Western Canada is a land of magni- 
ficent distanves. It is also a land of 
a tonishing undertakings—a land of 
big things done in a big way. 

A notable example of this is found 
in the ranch building being accom. 
Plished by John T. Heninger, one of 
the largest sheep-ownerg in Southern 
Albertu. On his three ranches, the Big 
Coulee Ranch, the King’s Lake Ranch 
and the Hay Lake Ranch, located 
about fifty miles southeast of Leth- 
bridge, he js demonstrating what can 
be done in this country with the appli- 
cation of brain and brawn and perse- 
verance, 

Mr. Heninger has finished shearing 
his flocigs that seem to cover the pro- 
verbial “thousand hills.” He clipped 
in the neighborhood of 135,000 pounds 
of wool, His lamb crop was excep- 
tional. In all it totalled approximately 
7,000 head. 

Sheep Ambulance _ 

If you should visit his ranches dur- 
ing lambing time, you would be puz- 
zled perhaps at seeing an ambulance 
dashing madly over the hills and cou- | 
lees. It is a clever contrivance, that | 
anrbulance, and has saved Mr. Hen- 
inger hundreds of lambs this season. 
The ambulance is mounted on a Mord 
truck, In it are built ten pens, five on 
@ side, As soon as the ewe drops her 
lamb she and her little one are picked | 
up, placed snugly in the ambulance, | 
and away they so for the sheltering 
fold. 

They are then placed in pens, where 
the ewe is fed on oats and hay, If the 
lambs are cold they are placed in | 
blankets, No chances are talcen. 
“Lambs are money” is the mottg of 
John Heninger, When the sun comes 
out the ewes and tiny offspring, now | 
doing nicely after their tender treat- | 
iment, @re turned out to graze on the 
fresh, crisp grass of the pasture. 

When the lambs are being born too 
quickly to be accommodated by the 
motor ambulance, horse-driven  ve- 
hicles are pressed inio service. Mr, 
Heninger !s eonvinced that this is the 
most effictent way for a large flock- 
owner to meet the critical eituations | 
incident to the lambing season. 

In a heavy storm last spring, when 
mortality on other sheep ranches was 
heavy, Mr. Heninger did not lose a 
single lamb. This record aloné amply 
demonstrates the thorough and far- 
sighted business methods used, 

His ranches are fully modernized 
—both barns and homes. For his help, 
as well as himself and family, all the 
buildings are electrically’ lighted and

Great Possibilities 


The grower @hould confine his 
time and attention to tne growing of 
one or at most two kinds of crops, 
and preferabiy those to which hi4é 
ecndiuons are suited, By sbvec.alizing 
in certain crops he has tar greater 
possibility of success, since he exerts 
all his efforta toward the attainment 
of an ideal. There is great d.tlicuity, 
too, in keeping two varities of tae 
same kind of gra:n pure. After ¢hoos- 
ing a suitable variety of a given crop 
tho grower should work toward an 
ideal in type, quality and _ purity. 
Without an ideal, very little will be 
accomplished, but with one there ‘s 
scarcely any limit to the possibilit.es 
of success in seed growing in Western 
Canada 

Organisation Among Sced Growers 

Nearly all of the provinces of the 
Dominion and the States in the union 
have given some attention to organ- 
igation of seed growers, During the 
past three years the Department of 
Feild Husbandry, University of Al- 
berta, have been putting forth every 
effort to standardize and purify old 
var.t.ea that breed up new ones of the 
different farm crops, and during that 
time there has not only been a steady 
demand for pure seed representing 
sultabe varieties, but information as 
to how reg stered seed can be abtain- 
ed and produced. In unswer to thes2 
applications for seed, the Department 
in nearly every case have forwarded 
samples, 

The size of samples has varied 
from a few ounces for (testing to threo 
bushels or more for multiplication. 
During the past two é6eason» over fif- 
teen hundred samples of seedy wert 
placed in the hands of interested seed 
growers who ure undertak'ng to test 
and multiply given improved and 
Purified strains of the different farm 
crops, Prof. Cutler believes that this 
im the beginning of a very important 
movement in seed production in Al- 
berta, but !f it is to attain its aighest 
development, organization of a defi- 
nite character seems imperative. For 
instance, after spend'ng years of effort 
upon the improvement of a given 
Strain of wheat, it is not enough that 
it be distributed promiscuously. On 
the contrary, a scheme must be de-, 
veloped whereby new strains and var- | 
leti¢és can be distribut and multi-| 
plied expeditiously, so that they ulti- 
mately may reacn the greaiest num- 
ber of growers, ee ie name and 
variety and itn the ghest poasible 
state of purity.
